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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not sufficient to 
overcome the rejection(s) as set forth in the Office action mailed 4/18/08 which have been maintained for the reasons of record. 
Additionally, Applicant states that various data presented in the instant specification shows that ammonium fluoride and tetramethyl 
ammonium fluoride are not equivalent materials when used in combination with supercritical carbon dioxide. Specifically, Applicant states 
that in Experiment 4 of the specification, it is shown that compositions containing ammonium fluoride need a water rinse to remove residue 
while compositions containing TMAF or TBAF do not need a water rinse step and thus, ammonium fluoride and TMAF or TBAF are not 
equivalent. In response, note that, the Examiner asserts that this data is not sufficient to show that ammonium fluoride and TMAF or TBAF 
are not equivalent. The data presented is not commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. For example, the instant claims recite a 
broad number fluoride additives in any amount while the data presented in Table 5 of the instant specification shows results with respect to 
only two fluoride compounds in two specific amounts which is not commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. Furthermore, Table 5 
shows that ammonium fluoride provided "fair" results which is the same as the "fair" results produced by using TMAF in runs 5 and 6 of 
Table 5. Additionally, as pointed out by Applicant, the instant specification on page 5 recognizes that the fluoride "may be any fluoride of 
formula NR1 R2R3R4F where R represents a hydrogen or alkyl group" which clearly indicates that ammonium fluoride and an alkyl fluoride 
are functional equivalents, in the absence of any persuasive data to show otherwise. Thus, the Examiner asserts that the arguments 
presented are not sufficient to overcome the rejection(s)as set forth in the Office action mailed 4/18/08. 
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
